Minerals 

mineral  Resources  on  Public  Lands .  17ould  authorize  a  Senate 
investigation  of  mineral  resource  development  on  public  lands  'with 
a  view  toward  (1)  the  facilitation  of  national  defense,  (2)  the 
fostering  of  frse  competitive  enterprise,  and  (3)  the  conservation 
of  these  resources  (including  gas  and  oil).  (S.  Res.  53,  Mr. 
O'Mahoney,  January  23.) 

Credit  and  Insurance 

Debt  Adjustment  and  Relief 

Protection  to  home  Mortgagors.  For  the  duration  of  any  pe- 
riod of  service  or  training  in  the  military  or  naval  forces,  this 
bill  proposes  that  installments  due  from  affected  home  owners  be 
paid  out  of  a  National  Ivlortgage  Emergency  Fond .  Payment  would  be 
conditioned  upon  (1)  written  consent  and  an  agreement  to  reimburse 
on  the  part  of  the  mortgagor  and  (2)  agreement  by  the  mortgagee  to 
transfer  the  mortgage  to  the  Administrator  of  the  Emergency  Fund  in 
case  all  installments  were  paid  by  the  Government.  (H.  R.  2686, 
Mr.  Sacks,  January  24.) 

Emergency  Seed  and  Feed  Loans.  Would  allow  farmers  in 
drought  or  storm- stricken  areas  to  work  out  their  loans  on  projects 
sponsored  by  WPA,  the  National  Park  Service,  or  highway  departments 
financed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  Federal  funds.  Wages  would  be  at 
the  "regular  rates"  out  of  which  not  less  than  $1  per  day  would 
go  directly  to  the  farmer  while  the  balance  would  be  applied  to  the 
reduction  of  the  loan.     (H.  R.  3025,  Mr,  Gehrmann,  February  3.) 

Public  Credit 

Interest  Rates .  Would  amend  the  Federal  Farm  Loan  Act  so  as 
to  provide  a  three  percent  interest  rate  on  Federal  Land  Bank  loans 
for  the  eight  year  period  from  July  1,  1935  to  July  1,  1945.  Bor- 
rowers in  good  standing  would  not  be  required  to  pay  the  principal 
portion  of  installments  due  prior  to  July  1,  1943,  (S.  515,  Mr. 
Capper,  Januar;^"  23.) 

Forestry 

Management 


Forest  Survey .    Would  remove  the  limitation  on  total  Federal 
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appropriations  and  otherwise  extend  the  national  survey  of  forest 
resources  authorized  by  Section  9  of  the  Act  of  May  22,  1928  (45 
Stat.  699).     (S.  601,  Mr .  McNary,  January  27.) 

Sustained  Yield  Forest  Management .  Similar  to  H.  R.  572  in- 
troduced by  Mr,  Doxey  (See  Bulletin  58,  p.  1)  except  that  in  deter- 
mining the  need  for  establishing  sustained-yield  units,  preference 
would  be  given  to  "established  communities  most  dependent  upon,  and 
consistent  with  available  continuous  timber  supply,  and  economic 
need  for  perpetuation  of  local  industry  to  stabilize  support  of 
community."     (H.  R.  2527,  Mr.  Y-hite,  January  21.) 

Forest  Pest  Control .  Would  annually  provide  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  with  a  sum  of  $500,000  to  be  spent  in  meeting  emer- 
gencies caused  by  tree-killing  insects  in  national  forests.  (H.  R. 
2605,  Mr.  Englebright,.  January  22.) 

Governmental  Cooperation 

Interstate 

Republican  River  Compact .  Would  authorize  any  two  or  more 
of  the  States  of  Nebraska,  Colorado  and  Kansas  to  negotiate  a  com- 
pact for  the  control  of  flood-waters  and  for  regulation  of  irriga- 
tion and  hydroelectric  water  usages  in  the  Republican  Valley.  Re- 
sulting compacts  would  require  Congressional  approval  as  well  as 
the  approval  of  the  respective  State.  Legislatures.  (H.  J.  Res.  90, 
Mr.  Curtis,  January  29.) 

Governmental  Structure  and  Administration 

Department  of  Agriculture 

Division  of  Cooperatives.  Would  create  a  Division  of  Coop- 
eratives in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  (1)  Conduct  research 
in  cooperative  problems  and  furnish  advisory  service  to  coopera- 
tives! (2)  assemble,  compile  and  disseminate  statistical  date  con- 
cerning cooperative  enterprises,  both  domestic  and  foreign;  (5) 
serve  as  a  source  of  information  for  establishing  and  maintaining 
both  producer  and  consumer  cooperatives.  The  Secretary  would  be 
authorized  to  establish  "appropriate  cooperative  relationships"  be- 
tween the  new  Division  and  other  existing  branches  of  the  Depart- 
ment vdiich  carry  on  services  of  any  kind  in  the  cooperative  field. 
(S.  650,  Mr.  Capper,  January  29.) 
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. Land  Development 

Land  Settlement 

New  Homesteads*  Would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior, acting  through  the  General  Land  Office,  to  purchase  obliga- 
tions secured  by  liens  on  farm  lands  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the 
normal  value  of  the  lands  and  buildings  and  in  no  case  exceeding 
the  amount  of  the  indebtedness  under  the  lien  at  the  date  of  pur- 
chase. On  these  tracts  the  mortgagor  could  convey  title  to  the 
United  States  and  have  his  indebtedness  cancelled  (thus  .avoiding 
deficiency  judgments).  Likewise  the  Secretary  would  be  authorized 
to  purchase  fee-simple  title  to  farm  lands  held  by  a  mortgagee  or 
lien  holder  under  a  foreclosure  concluded  after  January  1,  1920. 
Lands  acquired  in  either  way  would  become  a  part  of  the  Public  Do- 
main. They  would  then  be  classified  as  (1)_  suited  for  farming  and 
(2)  unsuited  for  farming.  Those  of  the  first  classification  would 
be  opened  for  home  steading  in  tracts  of  50  to  160  acres.  Only  non 
land  owning  heads  of  families  would  be  considered  as  applicants  and 
preference  would  be  given  to  mortgagors  living  on  encumbered  lands 
at  the  time  of  liquidation  of  the  indebtedness.  Each  grant  would 
contain  specific  stipulations  prohibiting  sale  or  encumbrance  of 
the  homestead.  (Similar,  to  H.  R.  1675  and  S.  136  from  the  76th 
Congress).     (H.  R.  3016,  Mr.  Peterson,  February  3.) 

Marketing 

Agricultural  Princs  and  'Income 

Wheat-Certificate  Allotments.  Would  amend  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Act  of  1938  by  establishing  annual  wheat-certificate  al- 
lotments based  upon  the  yearly  average  quantity  of  wheat  c'  consumed 
in  the  United  States  (except  when  used  for  feed  or  seed)  during  .the 
ten  marketing  years  immediately  preceding,  with  adjustments  for  cur- 
rent trends  in  consumption  and  "normal"  yearly  exports.  Payments 
are  to  be  made  to  farmers  on  the  basis  of  the  "normal  production  of 
the  wheat-acreage  allotment"  for  the  crop  to  be  harvested  in  the 
current  calendar  year.  Wneat-certificates  would  be  sold  to  those 
who  make  "the  first  sale  of  any  article  manufactured  wholly  or 
partly  from  wheat"  at  a  price  fixed  by  an  advisory  committee  of 
three  wheat  growers,  one  consumer  and.  one  representative  of  the 
Federal  Government,  who  will  act  as  advisors  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture.     (S.  420,  Mr*  Wneeler,  January  21.) 

Peanut  Marketing  Quota s .  Proposes  to  add  peanuts  to  the 
list  of  commodities  for  which  marketing  quotas  may  be  established 
under  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938.  *  (H.  R.  2983,  Mr. 
Pace,  January  31.) 
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Refunding  Processing  Taxes.  Pointing  out  that. the  1956  Rev- 
enue Act,  which  refunded  to  processors  that  part'  of  the  AAA  pro- 
cessing tax  not  shifted  to  consumers  or  producers,  did  not'  refund 
to  hog  raisers  the  amount  of  the  processing  taxes  which  they  actu- 
ally borej  this  resolution  would 'provide  a  method  -whereby  claims 
for  such  refunds  could  be  paid.  (H.  J.  Res.  92,  Mr.  Gilchrist, 
January  29 . ) 

Foreign  Trade 

Exportation  of  Logs.  Exportation  of  both  Douglas  fir  "peel- 
er" logs  of  the  type  generally  utilized  for  rotary  veneer  .■.manufac- 
ture and  of  Port  Orford  cedar  logs  would  be  prohibited.  (S.  567, 
Mr,  Holman;  H.R.  2852,  Mr.  'Mott j  January  16  and  January  '29. )  " 

Licensing  and  Regulation  of  Handlers 

Marketing  Fresh  Vegetables.  Proposes  the  appointment  of  a 
House  investigating  committee  for  the  purpose  of  considering  and 
making  recommendations  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  marketing  of 
strawberries,  tomatoes,  cabbage,  sweet  potatoes,  and  other  ''fresh 
vegetables.     (H.  Res.  80,  Mr.  Pearson,  January  24.) 

Public  Land  Administration 

Parks  and  Recreation  Lands 

National  Park  Revenues.  Proposes  to  turn  over  25  percent  of 
the  income  from  fees  charged  visitors  to  National  Parks  to  the 
States  in  which  the  parks  are  located.  These  sums  would  then  be 
paid  out  by  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  county  or  counties  in 
which  each  area  is  situated.  The  total  amount  payable  to  a* St ate 
for  the  benefit  of  any  county  could  not  exceed  40  percent  of  the 
revenues  derived  by  that  county  from  all  other  sources  of  revenue 
during  the  fiscal  year.     (S.  257,  Mr.  -Hayden,  January  8.) 

Taxation  of  Real  Property 
Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes 

National  Forest  Lands.  Would  amend  existing  legislation  ..  Jyy 
removing  the  requirement  that  moneys  paid  to  States  in  lieu  of  tax- 
es on  National  Forest  lands  be  expended  only  for  school  and  road 
purposes.     (S.  712,  Mr.  McNary,  February  5.) 

Federally  Owned  Lands.  Would  authorize  an  annual  payment  to 
counties  equal    to    one  percent  of  the  purchase  price  (or  appraised 
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valuation  in  the  case  of  an  exchange)  of  all  Federally  ovned  lands 
lying  Y.dthin  the  county,  whether  these  lands  are  used  as  National 
Parks,  National  Forests,  Indian  Reservations,  Military  Reserves  or 
for  other  public  purposes.     (K.  R.  2234,  Mr.  Case,  January  16.)

Health 

Health  Insurance .  Would  amend  the  Social  Security  Act  so  as 
to  provide,  grants  to  States  for  the  establishment  of  a  system  of 
health  insurance.  ,  (s.

Minerals 

Nebraska  -  Abandoning  Oil  and  Gas  Wells.  Would  empower  the 
state  engineer  to  supervise  the  abandonment  of  wells  with  a  view  to 
excluding  water  from  oil  or  gas  bearing  strata  and  to  protect  un- 
derground or  surface  water  suitable  for  domestic  or  irrigation  pur- 
poses.    (L.  B.  90,  Mr.  Sorrell.) 

New  Mexico  -  Natural  Gas,  Would  add  to  .  the  powers  of  the 
Oil  Conservation  Commission  (created  in  1955)  by  giving  it  super- 
vision over  production,  transportation  and  use  of  natural  gas  with 
a  view  to  eliminating  unnecessary  waste.  Powers  granted  include 
the  prorating  and  regulation  of  daily  production  from  each  "common 
reservoir".     (H.  B.  1,  Mir.  McCormick. ) 

Soils 

Arizona  -  Soil  Conservation  Districts.  This  proposal  is 
patterned,  after  the  "Standard  Act"  but  differs  from  it  in  the  fol- 
lowing respects:  (1)  The  State  Land  Department  plus  the  Director 
of  Extension  would  serve  as  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Committee. 
(2)  "Owners"  rather  than  "occupiers"  of  land  would  be  required  to 
sign  the  organizing  petition.  (5)  The  expenses  of  holding  hearings 
and  referenda  would  be  a  charge  against  the  county  or  counties  In 
which  the  district  was  to  be  formed e  (4)  Sixty-five  percent  of  the 
owners  voting  in  the  referendum  must  be  favorable,  if  a  district 
were  to  be  established.  (5)  The  two  temporary  supervisors  appoint- 
ed for  organizing  purposes  by  the  State  Committee  would  be  sup- 
planted by  three  supervisors  elected  by  the  "qualified  electors"  of 
the  newly  formed  district.  (5)  Sections  authorizing  the  adoption 
of  land  use  regulations  are  omitted.     (S.  B.  22,  Mr.  Blake,  et  al.) 

-<'-  Illinois  -  Strip  Mining .  Would  require  persons  engaged  in 
strip  mining  to  replace  soil.  Makes  it  unlawful  for  anyone  engaged 
in  strip  mining  to  destroy  or  injure  any  highway,  public  cemetery, 
or  school  house  unless  the  contract  for  'such  operations  requires 
replacement  of  any  property  so  destroyed.  Penalizes  such  persons 
at  the  rate    of  $1000  per  acre  for  each  acre    in    excess  of  55  over

Indiana  -  Strip  Lining  Regulations*  Would  require  commer- 
cial strip  mine  operators  to  plant  trees,  shrubs,  or  grasses  on 
stripped  land  on  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Conservation. 
Provides  that  permits  be  obtained  before  mining  operations  are  be- 
gun and  also  that  a  bond  be  posted  or  a  cash  deposit  made  to  insure 
compliance  ?dth  the  act.  (H.  3.  136,  Mr.  0 'Conner,  et  al  -  Report- 
ed in  Bui.  53  by  title  only.) 

Iowa  -  Conservation  District  Amendment s .  Proposes  amend- 
ments to  the  1939  Soil  Conservation  District  Act  -which  would  (1 ) 
change  "supervisors"  to  "Commissioners",  (2)  combine  the  election 
of  commissioners  with  the  referendum  on  organization,  (3)  clarify 
voting  qualifications,  commissioner's  terms  of  office  and  compensa- 
tion, (4)  require  reports  by  the  commissioners  to  the  State  commit- 
tee and  by  the  State  committee  to  the  governor,  and  (5)  require 
budget  estimates  to  be  made  to  the  comptroller.  (H.  F.  207,  Mr. 
Hoegh,  et  al.) 

Montana  -  Leasing  Road  Machinery.  Proposes  to  allow  boards 
of  county  commissioners  to  leas-  road  machinery  to  private  land 
owners  for  use  in  making  improvements,  such  as  the  leveling  of  land 
for  irrigation  or  the  building  of  ro.^s.  (S.  B.  44,  Mr.  Liggett, 
et  al . ) 

Ohio  -  Strip  Mining  Regulations e  Would  require  strip  coal 
mine  operators  to  replace  and  level  the  earth  after  coal  has  been 
removed  so  that  the  land  is  left  in  substantially  the  same  condi- 
tion as  before  mining  operations  began.  A  bond  equal  to  or  greater 
than  the  tax  assessment  valuation  of  the  land  to  be  worked  would  be 
required  in  order  to  guarantee  performance  under  the  act.  (S.  B.) 
90,  Mr.  Witter.) 

-x-  Wyoming  -  Soil  Conservation  Law.  A  bill  to  create  soil 
Conservation  districts.

New  Mexico  -  Taxation.      Would  provide  that  cooperatives  and 
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foreign  corporations  pay  an  excise  tax  of  $10  for  each  100  persons 
serviced,  in  lieu  of  other  taxes.     (S.  3.  13,  Mr.  Gamble,  et  al.) 

North  Carolina  -  Tax  Exemption.  Would  extend  tax  exemp- 
tions to  cooperative  electric  associations  operating  within  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  but  whose  situs  is  in  another  State.  (H. 
B.  50.) 


Credit  and  Insurance 

Crop  Insurance 

Minnesota  -  Corn  and-  Grain,  Would  extend  powers  of  town- 
ship mutual  fire  insurance  companies  to  insure  corn  and  grain,  (H. 
F.  245,  Mr,  Bondhus.) 

Debt  Adjustment  and  Relief 

Arizona  -  Interest  Rate  Reduction,  Would  give  the  State 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  the  Secretary  of 
State,  the  power  to  reduce  the  rate  of  interest  on  any  outstanding 
mortgage  held  by  the  State  on  farm  land.  The  rate  is  to  ■  be  '•*  not 
less  than  four  percent  per  annum,  and  is  conditioned  upon  immediate 
payment  of  all  arrearages  of  interest,  (H,  B,  71,  Mr,  Pulsipher, 
et  al.) 

Montana  -  Mortgage  Foreclosure,  '  TAhere  foreclosure  has 
taken  place,  but  where  the  period  of  redemption  has  not  yet  ex- 
pired, extension  of  time  is  granted  until  March  1,  1943.  Applica- 
tion for  extension  is  made  to  the  district  court.  Failure  to  meet 
payments  during  the  period  of  grace  constitutes  grounds  for  revoca- 
tion of  grant.     (H.  B.  33,  Mr,  Peterson,  et  al.) 

-is-  Wyoming  -  Delinquent  Mortgages,  Would  authorize  the  Wyo- 
ming Farm  Loan  Board  to  refinance,  in  the  interests  of  Permanent 
School  Funds,  delinquent  farm  mortgage  loans,  reamortization  not  to 
extend  over  a  period  of  30  years.  All  costs  of  refinancing  are 
borne  by  the  mortgagor,     (H.  B.  152,  Goshen  County  Delegation.) 

Private  Credit 

Arizona  -  Chattel  Mortgages,  To  provide  future  coverage  by 
mortgages  securing  production  or  livestock  loans.  Mortgages,  given 
to  secure  subsequent  advances  of  credit,  to  be  (not  exceeding  six 
years)  a  lien  on  the  property  described  of  effect  equal  to  that  es- 
tablished thereby  initially,  even  though  during  or  between  the  pe- 
riods of  financing  the  debts  secured  by  -the  mortgage  as  they  exist 
at  any  particular  time  may  have  been  repaid  in    full  by  the  mortga- 
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gor.  The  mortgage  must  state  that  it  is  given  for  the  purpose  of 
financing  the  mortgagor  during  part  of  all  of  stated  production 
periods.  The  act  applies  to  livestock  production  and  the  mortgage 
lien  covers  the  natural  increase.  This  mortgage  lien  is  an  esta- 
blished lien  prior  to  any  other  levy  or  attachment  upon  the  proper- 
ty covered.     (S.  B.  69,  Mr.  d'Autremont) 


Forestry 

Fire  Control 

Oregon  -  Fire  Fund.  Would  authorize  the  State  Forester  on 
behalf  of  fire  protection  districts  to  contract  with  protection  a— 
gencies  for  the  maintainance  of  an  emergency  fire  cost  fund.  (S. 
E.  61 ,  Committee  on  Fcrestrjr.) 

Oregon  -  Fire  Patrols.  For  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  - 
fire  patrol  system,  the  state  forester  Y.ould  have  the  authority  to 
enter  into  cooperative  agreements  ■with  any  governmental  fire  dis- 
tricts or  associations  of  landowners.  Expenses  are  to  be  met  from 
the  forest  fire  protection  funds.  (S.  B.  87,  Committee  on  Fores- 
try.) 

Tennessee  -  Cooperation.  Quarterly  county  courts  would  be 
empowered  to  cooperate  vdLth  the  State  Department  of  Conservation  in 
forest  fire  control  work.  (E.  B.  470,  Mr.  Ragon;  S.  B.  375,  Mr. 
O'Dell.)

Would  amend  the  Forest  Seed 
and  Stock  Law  by  requiring  owners  who  receive  materials  from  the 
state  at  cost  to  do  the  planting  under  the  direction  of  the  state 
forester.     (S.  B.  66,  Mr.  Thatcher.) 

Oregon  -  Cooperative  Agreements.      Would  authorize  the  state

board  of  forestry  to  make  cooperative  agreements  -with  other  land 
owners  for  the  coordinate  management  of  timber  growth  on  sustained 
yield  units.     (S.  E.  64,  Committee  on  Forestry.) 

Oregon  -  Cutting  Regulations .  Would  divide  Oregon  into  two 
forest  areas,  (1)  East  of  Cascades  and  (2)  West  of  Cascades,  for 
the  purposes  of  timber  cutting  regulations,,  In  the  former  no  Pond- 
erosa  pines  less  than  1G  inches  breast  high  are  to  be  cut,  and  no 
less  than  320  seed  trees  are  to  be  left  on  a  quarter  section  of 
land.  In  the  latter,  not  less  than  5  percent  of  each  quarter  sec- 
tion is  to  be  left  vdth  trees  of  seed-bearing  size.  Alternative 
plans  of  cutting  must  be  submitted  50  days  prior  to  commencement  of 
operations.  The  state  forester  is  in. charge  of  enforcement  of  the 
law  end  is  to  make  annual  surveys  of  all  forest  areas  to  see  that 
regulations  have  been  observed.     (S.  B.  93.) 

Oregon  -  Forest  Revenue  Bonds.  Would  provide  for  the  issu- 
ance of  forest  revenue  development  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  acquir- 
ing and  caring  for  forest  land.  Revenues  derived  from  the  lands 
are  used  (1)  to  pay  interest  and  principal  on  bonds j  (2)  to  meet 
current  costs  of  protection  and  administration]  and  (3)  the  residue 
credited  to  ,the  forest  development  fund.  (S.  B.  94,  Committee  on 
Forestry  c. ) 

Public  Acquisition 

Tennessee  -  C cunty  Forests ,  Counties  and  muncipialities 
would  be  authorized  to  acquire  land  (not  necessarily  within  their 
own  boundaries)  to  be  developed  as  public  forests.

Oklah oma  -  Oil  Compact .    Would  extend  the  interstate  compact

tion and  control  of  pollution  of  waters  in  the  Ohio  River  drainage 
basin j  and  creates  the  Ohio  River  Valley  later  Sanitation  Commis- 
sion to  administer  the  compact.  This  compact  was  negotiated  among 
the  eight  Ohio  Valley  States,,  of  which  only  Pennsylvania  and  Tenn- 
essee have  as  yet  to  ratify.     (A.  B.  21.) 

-x-  Wyoming  -  Oil  Compact.  Would  authorize  the  State  to  en- 
ter into  Interstate  Oil  and  Gas  Compacts.

Texas  -  Department  of  Agriculture.  Would  abolish  the  office 
of  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  transfer  all  its  powers  with  the  exception  of  the  enforcement 
of  the  weights  and  measures  law,  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  of  Texas.  (S.  B.  17,  Mr.  Met- 
calf . ) 
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Texag  -  Oil  and  Gas  Commission.  Would  create  an  Oil  and  Gas 
Commission  of  Texas  which  shall  succeed  to  the  authority  and  juris- 
diction now  vested  in  the  Railroad  Commission.  Employees  of  the 
Oil  and  Gas  Division  are  to  be  transferred  to  the  new  body.  (S.  B. 
31,  Mr.  Martin,  et  al.) 

Utah  -  Departmental  Reorganization.  Would  reorganize,  com- 
bine, and  revise  the  executive  departments  of  the  State  Government » 
Pertinent  changes  relating  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are: 
(1)  To  replace  the  present  Advisory  Board  and  one  full-time  Commis- 
sioner with  three  full-time  Commissioners;  (2)  Divisions  of  Plants 
and  Trees,  of  Livestock,  and  of  Marketing  are  created  within  the 
Department.  The  Department  under  the  Commissioners  retains  its  ad- 
ministrative responsibility  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Agricultural 
laws.     (H.  B.  82,  Reorganization  Committee.) 

Local  Government 

Arizona  -  C ounty  Officers.  Would  amend  the  Constitution  by 
providing  for  a  4-year  term  for  elected  county  officers.  The  offi- 
ces of  surveyor  and  superintendent  of  reads  are  not  included  in 
this  amendment.     (H.  C.  R.  5,  Mr.  Bailey.) 

Minnesota  -  School  Districts.  Would  permit  school  dis- 
tricts to  create  Civil  Service  Commissions,  to  place  ail  employees 
within  the  district  upon  civil  service  basis j  and  to  receive  as- 
sistance from  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  in  the  servicing 
of  their  various  activities.     (H.  F.  167,  Mr.  Hering,  et  al.) 

.  Nebraska  —  Optional  Forms.  Proposes  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment requiring  the  legislature  to  provide  for  the  election  of  the 
county  board  of  supervisors,  a  county  clerk,  a  county  superintend- 
ent of  public  instruction,  a  county  sheriff,  and  a  county  attorney. 
Other  county  and  township  officers  could  be  provided  for  by  law, 
either  as  elective  or  appointive.  Acceptance  of  laws  creating  ap- 
pointive offices  would,  however,  be  optional  with  each  county.  (L. 
B.  191,  Mr.  Gantz,  et  al.) 

New  Hampshire  -  C ounty  Government .  Would  create  a  joint 
legislative  committee  to  investigate  "the  efficiency  of  the  county 
form  of  government  and  the  need  of  continuing  that  form  of  govern- 
ment."    (H,  J.  R.  14,  Mr.  Myhavcr.) 

North  Dakota  -  County  Pi s o r g an i z a t i on „      The    1039  Law  (Ch. 
122)  provided  two  methods  of  carrying  out  a  procedure  for  disorgan- 
izing county  government  and  attaching  the  disorganized  county  to  an 
adjoining  county  for  judicial    and  other  purposes.      This  bill  would 
reestablish  the  petition  and  election  method  but  omits  the  alterna— 
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tive  court  procedure  method.  -It  vfculd  also  increase  from  a  major- 
ity to  55%  the  number  of  favorable  votes  required  at  the  election 
to  carry  the  proposition.     (S.  B.  109,  Mr.  Wog,  et  al.) 

Ohio  -  School  District  Consolidation.  Would  give  the  Direc- 
tor of  Education  the  power  to  combine  all  school  districts  in  a 
township  into  a  single  school  district.  There  a  village  or  city  is 
located  in  more  than  one  township,  these  portions  of  the  township 
not  already  a  part  of  the  school  district  would  be  made  a  part 
thereof  by  the  Director  of  Education,,  The  Director  is  also  given 
the  authority  to  combine  all  of  the  school  districts  of  any  two, 
three  or  four  townships  where  there  is  not  located  a  first  grade' 
high  school.  Power  is  given  to  designate  the  respective  Boards  of 
Education  of  such  town  ships  and  future  sites  for  high  schools. 
Ihere  the  Consolidation  involves  more  than  four  townships,  the  Di- 
rector nay  call  a  special  election.  A  majority  vote  from  each 
township  favoring  such  combination  shall  make  it  mandatory  upon  the 
Director  to  establish  a  new  school  district.  (H.  B.  108,  Mr .Kasch. ) 

Wisconsin  -  County  Government 0  Proposes  to  create  an  inter- 
im legislative  committee  to  study  the  feasibility  of  reducing  the 
number  of  counties  as  a  means  of  reducing  the  cost  of  local  govern- 
ment.    (S.  J.  R.  14,  Mr.  Gettelman,  January  50.) 

Wisconsin  -  Optional  Forms .  Proposes  to  submit  to  the  elec- 
torate in  1942  a  constitutional  amendment,  approved  by  the  1959  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature]  namely  an  amendment  providing  for  the 
classification  of  counties  and  the  adoption  cf  optional  forms  of 
government  for  each  class.     (A.  J.  R.  22,  Mr.  Daugs,  January  25.) 

Wyoming  -  C ounty  Civil  Service ,  Would  set  up  a  classified 
civil  service  system  for  every  county  in  the  State,  administered  by 
a  three  man  commission  appointed  by  and  serving  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  judge  of  the  District  Court,  The  bill  provides  for 
competitive  examinations,  classification  cf  positions,  and  other 
similar  matters.     (K.  E.  66,  Mr,  Mitchell,  et  al.) 

Land  Development 

Drainage  and  Irrigation  Projects 

Arizona  -  Water  Rights.  Would  make  water  rights  appurtenant 
to  the  land  upon  which  it  is  used  by  providing  that  any  changes  in 
use  or  place  of  water  does  not  affect  priority  rights  already  es- 
tablished. The  change  must,  however,  be  made  without  violation  of 
other  rights,  must  not  impair  the  security  of  any  obligations  a- 
gainst  the  land,  and  must  receive  the  approval  of  the  Water  Commis- 


sioner.     (S.  B.  26,  Mr,  Blake.) 


-x-  Illinois  -  Drainage  Pi  strict  Equipment .  "Would  authorize 
drainage  and  levee  districts  organized  under  the  Act  of  1879  to 
purchase  dredge  boats,  land  dredges  and  other  necessary  or  proper 
equipment  with  the  approval  of  the  County  Court,  of  the.  county  in 
which  the  district  was  organized  and  to  pay  for  the  sane  out  of 
previously  collected  special  assessment  funds  or  from  special  as- 
sessments hereafter  imposed.  Equipment  used  in  any  new  work  must 
be  approved  by  the  county  court*  Expense  of  operating  and  repair- 
ing such  equipment  shall  be  paid  from  the  maintenance  fund  of  the 
district.

Washington  -  Debt  Procedure,  Would  give  any  irrigation, 
diking,  or  drainr.ee  district  whose  entire  issue  of  bonds  is  ov.Tied 
by  the  State,  the  power  to  enter  into  contracts,  issue  evidences  of 
indebtedness,  and  refinance  its  obligations  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Director  of  Conservation  and  Development.  (H,  B.  120,  Mr, 
Backman.) 

-/-  Wyoming  -  Irrigation.  Would  amend  law  relating  to  the  use 
of  water  and  irrigation,     (S.  F.  29.) 

Land  Classification 

-x-  New  Jersey  -  Submarginal  Lands  Commission.  Creates  a  sub- 
marginal  Lands  Commission,  of  seven  members  to  investigate  location 
and  characteristics  of  submarginal  lands,  with  a  view  to  determin- 
ing the  best  possible  uses  for  such  lands.     (S,  B.  6,  January  27.  ) 


Land  Tenure 

Corporate  Ownership  of  Land 

North  Dakota  -  Leasing  Provisions.  Would  amend  the  ten  .year 
Corporate  Land  Holding  Act  by  providing  that  corporate  held  lands 
would  not  escheat  to  the  county  after  that  date  if  the  lands  are 
being  farmed  under  written  contract  by  bona  fide  tenant  farmers  of 
North  Dakota.  Contracts  are  to  be  filed  with  the  Register  of  Deeds, 
(H.  B.  80.) 

Homestead  Exemption  and  Graduated  Land  Tax 

Arizona  -  Homestead  Exemption.  Proposes  a  constitutional 
amendment  which  would  exempt  homesteads,  up  to  a  total  value  of 
$2000  —  including  household  furnishings,  from  all  taxation,  except 
special  assessments  for  benefits.  (H.  C.  R.  1,  Mr,  Mo s shammer j  S. 
C.  R,  2,  Mr,  Smith. ) 
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-x-  Indiana  -  Homestead    Fxcrrpti.cn.      Proposes  constitutional 
amendment  giving  General  Assembly  authority    to    grant    up  to  $1000 
assessed  valuation  exemption    on    each  homestead.     (H.  J.  R.  4,  Mr.  , 
Richards ,  et  al.) 

-x-  Indiana  -  Homestead  Exemption.  Would  tax  exempt  home- 
steads up  to  $3000.     (H.  B.  112.) 

South  Dakota  -  Homestead  Exemptions.  These  bills  would  both 
provide  for  homestead  exemptions:  Bill  .No.  61  to  the  extent  of  ten 
percent  .  of.  the  assessed  valuation;  Bill  No.  65  to  the  extent  of 
•$1000 3  except  that  such  .exemption  shall  not  exceed  25  mills  in  any 
school  district.  Both  bills  are  similar  in  procedure  except  that 
Bill  No.  65  gives  more  power  to  the  county  auditor  to  examine  as- 
sessor's lists.  Appeals  to  the  county  commissioners  in  both  bills 
are  permitted. 

Bill  No.  65  requires  that  a  rural  homestead  shall  not  in- 
clude more  than  160  acres  of  land  and  the  improvements  thereon,  and 
that  an  urban  homestead  shall  not  include  any  land  other  than  the 
lots  upon  -which  the  building  is  located.  To  reimburse  the  school 
districts  for  the  less,  35  1/3  percent  of  the  taxes  levied  upon 
gross  receipts  from  the  sales  of  tangible  personal  property  is  set 
aside  in  a  "school  tax  exemption  fund'".  (H.  B.  61,  Mr.  Bruettj  H. 
B.  65,  Mr.  IVietz.) 

.-x-  iteming  -  Home  stead  Exemption .  Fould  increase  the  home- 
stead tax  exemption  from  $500  to  $1000.     (S.  B.  17.) 

Landlord  -  Tenant  Relationships 

Arizona  -  Lien  Claims .  v,rould  give  any  laborer  who  furnishes 
help  or  equipment  a  lien  on  the  crcp  for  his  labor  and  material. 
The  lien  has  preference  over  any  other  chattel  or  crop  mortgage  for 
a  period  not  to  exceed  six  months.  Lien  claims  must  be  filed  -with- 
in 60  days.  Individuals  may  join  in  a  single  action  against  the 
same  property.  Unless  notified,  vendees  are  not  liable  for  claims. 
(H.  B.  59.) 

-x-  Illinois  -  Contract  Restrictions .  Yfould  provide  that 
clauses  in  any  deed,  contract,  lease,  or  other  instrument  in  writ- 
ing pertaining  to  the  lease,  rental,  sale,  transfer,  devise,  occu- 
pancy or  ownership  of  real  estate,  -which  prohibit  the  lease,  rent*- 
al,  sale,  transfer,  devise,  occupancy  or  ownership  on  account  of 
race  or  color  of  such  person  or  persons  is  contrary  to  public  poli- 
cy, void  and  unenforceable  in  any  _  court  and  shall  not  afford  any 
basis  for  the  granting  of  legal  or  equitable  relief  in  any  court. 
(S.  B.  33,  Mr-  Wallace,)" 
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Nsbraska  -  Far  in  Lane!  Co  ope  ratives  .  Would  permit  groups  of 
farmers  to  form  cooperatives  for  tho  acquisition  of  farm  lands. 
The  cooperatives  would  be  authorized  to  purchase  land  and  resell  it 
on  long  term  contracts  to  members.  The  bill  contemplates  that  in- 
surance companies  mil  invest  in  the  obligations  of  the  coopera- 
tives since  these  securities  are  made  a  lawful  investment  for  funds 
of  any  insurance  company.     (L.  B.  154,  Mr-.  Peterson.) 

Succession  and  Transfer  of  Real  Property 

Georgia  -  Lien  Law.  Would  amend  the  lien  law  by  revising 
provisions  in  the  declaration  and  creation  of  liens,  and  their  rec- 
ord and  priorities.     (H.  B.  £15.) 

Minnesota  -  Foreclosure  Sales.  Would  legalize  foreclosure 
sales  heretofore  made  and  the  records  of  mortgage  foreclosure  pro- 
ceedings.    (H.  F.  218.) 

New  York  -  Chattel  Mortgages.  Would  amend  the  lien  law  by 
providing  that  money  may  be  secured  by  chattel  mortgage  "upon  the 
resulting  crop  whether  growing  or  to  be  grown  within  one  year  from 
the  giving  of  the  chattel  mortgage."  Crops  are  defined  to  mean  all 
crops  of  the  soil,  as  well  as  domesticated  fowl.  The  mortgagor  has 
the  right  to  sell  any  part  of  the  mortgage  crop  if  the  proceeds  of 
sale  are  used  to  meet  the  mortgage  debt.  Such  chattel  mortgage  is 
valid  against  all  types  of  creditors  or  encumbrances  of  the  mortga- 
gor.    (A.  P.  559,  jr.  Lupton.) 

New  York  -  Landscape  Improvement .  Would  amend  the  lien  law 
by  providing  that  all  improvements  by  landscape  gardeners  and  nur- 
serymen are  to  be  considered  as  a  lien  against  the  property  until 
payment  of  the  debt.  The  extent  of  the  lien  against  such  property 
is  to  cover  only  the  costs  and  value  of  improvements  made.  The 
bill  provides  for  the  usual  recording  procedure  of  the  lien.  (S. 
B.  327,  Mr.  "amer . ) 

North  Dakota  -  Torrens  System.  Proposes  the  repeal  of  the 
1S17  Act  which  set  up  the  Torrens  system  of  land  registration.  (S. 
B.  104,  Mr.  Kehoe,  et  al.) 

Ohio  -  Torrens  System.  Would  repeal  code  sections  relating 
to  withdrawal  '  of  land  under  the  Torrens  system.  (K.  B.  65,  Mr. 
Barrett . ) 

South  Dakota  -  Property  Title  Validation.  Would  provide 
that  any  mortgages  against  real  property  recorded  in  the  register 
of  deeds  office  shall  be  deemed  to  impart  sufficient  notice  of  the 
mortgage  and  its  contents  to  subsequent  purchasers  and  encumbranc- 
ers.    (H.  B.  78.) 
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Washington  -  Homestead  Lions .  Would  exempt  homesteads  up  to 
the  value  of  $2000  from  executj.cn  or  forced  sale.  Appraisal  of  the 
homestead  value  is  made  by  three  disinterested  parties  appointed  by 
the  court.     (H.  B.  77.-) 

Wisconsin  -  Duration  of  Mortgage  Liens.  Would  provide  a 
limitation  en  the  lien  created  by  real  estate  mortgages,,  of  20 
years  from  the  date,  if  the  due  date  is  net  stated.  Ten  year  ex- 
tensions might  be  created  by  the  recording  of  an  affidavit  or  cer- 
tificate.    (S.  B.  27,  Mr.  Buchen.) 

Marketing 

Agricultural  Prices  and  Income 

-"-  Minnesota  -  Agriculture  and  Industry.  Memorializes  Con- 
gress to  place  American  agriculture  on  a  basis  of  equality  with  in- 
dustry by  securing  to  the  farmers  a  minimum  price  fcr  agricultural 
commodities  of  not  less  than  the  cost  of  production  and  to  adept 
adequate  legislation  to  that  effect.  (H.  B.  554,  Mr.  Olson,  et 
al.) 

New  York  -  Market  Devel o orient .  These  bills  would,  create  "a 
Central  New  York  Regional  Livestock  Market  Authority  embracing  the 
territory  of  the  following  counties:  Oneida,  Herkimer,  Montgomery, 
Otsego,  Chenango,  Cortland,  Madison,  Onondaga,  Oswego,  Jefferson, 
Lewis,  St.  Lawrence  and  Schoharie  for  the  development,  regulation 
and  financing  of  market  facilities  within  this  area.  Set  up  as  a 
corporation,  the  Authority  '  is  authorized  to  lease  land,  erect 
buildings  and  maintain  any  necessary  facilities  for  the  improved 
marketing  of  farm  produce.  A  Board  of  Directors  consisting  of  12 
members,  including  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Markets,  and 
representatives  of  the  counties,  is  the  governing  body  of  authority 
with  the  power  to  appoint  managers  and  other  employees  as  deemed 
necessary.  The  real  and  personal  property  of  the  Authority  is  ex- 
empt from  taxation. •  The  Authority  is  not  to  compete  with  private 
marketing  facilities.  For  expenses  necessary  in  initiating  activi- 
ties of  the  Authority,  an  appropriation  of  $5000. is  made.  (S.  B. 
529,  Mr.  Hampton,  A.  B.  417,  Mr.  Williams.) 

Oklahoma  -  AAA  Memorial .      Memorializes  Congress    to  amend 
the  AAA  of  1958  so  as    to  allow  farmers  to  plant  sufficient  acreage 
of  certain  basic  crops  to  provide  a  fairer  standard  of  living.  (S. 
B .  4 ,  Mr .  Pruett . ) 

Utah  -  Fruit  and  Vega table  Marketing  Orders .  As  a  means  of 
promoting  orderly  marketing  conditions    in    intrastate  commerce  in 
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fruits  and  vegetables,  this  bill  would  give  the  poinmissioner  of  Ag- 
riculture broad  powers  to  issue  marketing  orders.  Issuance  of  the 
orders  would  be  conditioned  upon  a  determination  that  two-thirds  of 
the  producers  were  in  favor  of  regulation.

and  Federal  agencies.  Marketing  orders  must  also  provide  for  a 
board  of  control  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  from  nominations 
made  by  the  industry.     (H.  B.  41,  Mr,  Smith,  et  al.) 

Fair  Trade  Practices 

Idaho  -  Marketing  Standards.  Proposes  the  repeal  of  1935 
legislation  authorizing  the  adoption  and  enforcement  of  codes  of 
fair  competition  and  fair  trade  practices  in  the  production  and 
distribution  of  agricultural  commodities.  Would  also  abolish  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Board.     (H,  E.  42,  Mr.  Andrus,  et  al.) 

Foreign  Trade 

Arizona  -  Meat  and  Livestock  Importations.  Memorializes 
Congress  to  maintain  the  import  duty  on  livestock  and  meat  products 
at  a  level  which  will  at  least  represent  differences  in  cost  of 
production  between  this  and  other  countries  '.and  to  "discourage"  re- 
ciprocal trade  agreements  with  South  America.     (S.  M.  1,  Mr,  Fain.) 

Yfycming  -  Beet  Sugar,  Memorializes  Congress  to  provide 
means  of  protecting  the  sugar  beet  industry  of  the  United  States 
from  the  unfair  competition  of  cane  sugar  importations.     (H.J'.M.  3.) 

Inspection,  Standardization  and  Grading  of  Farm  Products 

Idaho  -  Potatoes.  Proposes  new  standards  for  the  grading, 
packing  and  sale  of  potatoes.     (H.  B.  51.) 

Oregon  -  Platform  'Grading.  Upon  petition  of  any  commercial 
processing  plant  or  of  25  growers  of  any  fruit  or;  vegetable,  this 
bill  would  authorize  the  Director  of  the  State  Department  of  Agri- 
culture to  establish  platform  grading  and  inspection  of  the  partic- 
ular fruit  or  vegetable.     (S.  B.  126.) 

Oregon  -  Commodity  Standards,  Upon  petition  and  after  the 
holding  of  a  referendum  of  commercial  producers,  this  bill  would 
authorize  the  promulgation  of  official  grades  and  standards  to  be 
observed  by  all  packers  and. shippers  of  any  given  commodity.  Ad- 
ministration of  the  Act  would  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  State 
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director  of  agriculture  but  subject  to  the  approval  of  a  "commodity 
committee"  appointed  by  the  Governor  from  nominees  of  the  produc- 
ers.

Licensing;  and  Regulation  cf  Handlers 

Massachusetts  -  Milk  Control*  Declaring  that  the  produc- 
tion and  distribution  of  milk  is  a  matter  of  paramount  public  in- 
terest, this  bill  provides  for  comprehensive  regulations  'affecting 
all  aspects  cf  the  marketing  milk  industry.  An  administrator  under 
supervision  of  a  board  of  three  is  given  power,  after  hearings,  to 
set  up  marketing  areas,  under  local  boards,  and  assist  in  estab- 
lishing prices  within  those,  areas,  and.  licensing  and  regulating  all 
distributors.  Encouragement  of  cooperatives  and  the  control  of 
surplus  milk  Lire  specific  mandates  of  the  Act.     (H,  B.  1707,) 

Michigan  -  Butter  Substitutes .  Proposes  a  tax  of  ten  cents 
per  pound  on  butter  substitutes  sold  or  manufactured  for  sale  with- 
in the  State.     (H.  3.  100,  Mr.  Rawson,  et  al.) 

Minnesota  -  Milk  Control.  .  '.Relates':  to  the  :  production, 
marketing,  sale  and  distribution  of  milk  and  milk  products,  trade 
practices  therein,  and  creates  and  defines  certain  duties  of  .the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  in  relation  thereto.  (H.  F.  467,  Mr« 
Antila. ) 

-x-  Montana  -  Livestock  Dealers .  Would,  provide  for  '  the  li- 
censing and  bonding  of  livestock  dealers.     (H.  B.  145.) 

New  Jersey  -  Milk  Investigating  C~v.-itt.oe .  Creates  a  com- 
mittee of  seven,  including  legislators,  to  study  the  '  .question  of 
continuing  or  changing  milk  control  laws.     (A.  B.  76.) 

Oklahoma  -  Dairy  Substitutes.  Reoeals  the  license  and  tax 
on  the  sale  and  manufacture  of  oleomargarine.  (H.  B.  35,  Mr, 
Thompkins, ) 

Oregon  -  Cold  Storage  Locker  Plants.  Would -require  licens- 
es for  the  operation  of  cold  storage  locker  plants,  A  port  of  the 
proceeds  vrould  be  reserved  for  paying  the  cost  of  inspections, 
while  the  balance  would  go  to  the  State  College  for  research  work. 
(H.  B.  133.) 

Washington  -  Milk  Control.  Under  the  exercise  of  police 
power,  a  State  milk  control  board  composed  of  three  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor  would  be  established  to  regulate  the  pro- 
duction and  marketing  of  milk.  All  necessary  regulatory  and  price- 
fixing  powers  are  given  the  board.  .  Provisions  are  made  for  a  two— 
price  system  to  dea  1  with  surplus  milk.

Proposes  la- 
belling regulations  and  standards  of  quality  and  purity  for  agri- 
cultural and  vegetable  seeds  offered  for  sale.  (K.  B.  35,  Mr.  Ey- 
ler. ) 

Utah  -  Agricultural  and  Vegetable  Seeds.  Proposes  to  estab- 
lish standards  for  the  testing  and  labelling  of  seeds  in  order  to 
prevent  misrepresentation  and  the  spread  of  various  weeds.  (H.  B. 
75,  Mr.  Rees, "  et  al.) 

Washington  -  Agricultural  and  Vegetable  Seeds .  Would  regu- 
late the  labelling  and  sale  of  seed  as  well  as  the  inspection  and 
certification  of  growing  crops.     (H.  B.  30,  Mr.  Bore,  January  22.) 

Wyoming  -  Agricultural  and  Vegetable  Seeds .  Would  license 
dealers  and  require  the  labelling  of  every  package  or  lot  of  seed 
offered  for  sale  in  the  State  (except  vegetable  seeds  in  lots  or 
packets  of  a  pound  or  less).     (H.  B. '83.)

Public  Finance 

Borrowing,  Bankruptcy  and  Debt  Adjustment 

Minnesota  -  Refunding . Indebtedness .  Would  legalize  certain 
proceedings  heretofore  taken  for  funding  of  floating  indebtedness 
by  certain  counties,  authorizing  the  completion  of  such  proceed- 
ings, and  approving  new  issues.     (H.  F.  54,  Mr.  Anderson.) 

Nebraska  -  Debt  Refunding.  Would  authorize  any  governmental 
subdivision  during  the  years  1941  and  1942  to  refund  outstanding 
obligations  at  a  rate  of  interest  less  than  now  exists  and  in  no 
case  to  exceed  five  percent  per  annum.  Refunding  nay  be  done  by 
the  governing  board  without  election  unless  50  percent  of  electors 
file  petition  of  protest.  Funding  bonds  are  to  be  retired  serially 
within  20  years.

Refunded  'notes  must  bear  interest  not  greater 
than  those  of  the  obligations  .and  must  mature  within  one  year.  Re- 
funding notes  may  be  issued  without  election  and  are  not  affected 
by  debt  limitation  statutes.

South  Dakota  -  Rural  Credit  Bonds.  To  refinance  the  State 
of  South  Dakota  and  to  assist  in  payment  of  old  age  pensions  and 
county  and  State  warrants,  this  bill  creates  rural  credit  bonds 
known  as  baby  bonds,  whic  h  arc  to  be  purchased  by  county  treasur- 
ers.

Texas  -  Ad  Valorem  Taxes .  Would  donate  to  each  county  of 
the  State,  for  a  period  of  five  years,  the  State  ad  valorem  taxes 
which  are  collected  for  general  revenue  purposes.

Michigan  -  Tax  Reverted  Lands.  A  detailed  proposal  amending 
the  powers  of  the  State  Land  Office  Board  vrith  respect,  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  tax  reverted  lands.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
forfeiture  of  sales  contracts  and  the  repossession  of  the  property 
by  the  Board.     (3.  B.  S3,  Mr.  McCallum.) 

-"-  Minnesota  -  Repurchase  of  State  Land .      Relates  to  the  re-- 
purchase  of  land  after  its  forfeiture  to    the  State  for  taxes.  (H. 
F.  164,  S.  F.  351.) 

#  Montana  -  County  Leases .      Would  authorize    the    county  to 
lease  farming  lands  acquired    as    a.  result  of  tax  delinquency,  the 
lease    not    to    extend  for  a  period  longer* than  five  years.     (H.  B. 
\  141.) 

Nebraska  -  Federal  Projects .  Proposes-  an  amendment  to  the 
State  school  land  laws  to  allow  land  sales  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment for  water  conservation  and  utilization  projects.  (L.  B.  139, 
Mr.  Hanna,  ct  al.)  •  , 
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Nevada  -■  Escheated  Property.  Would  provide  for  .-the disposal 
of  any  real  estate  or  personal  property  -which  has  vested'  in  the 
State  by  escheat.  The  surveyor  general  is  to  keep  a  record. of  such 
property.  Any  person  desiring  to  acquire  title  to  such  land,  on 
application,  may  purchase,  but  such  purchase  is  not  to  be  less  than

Would  make  all  provisions  concern- 
ing the  maintenance  of  forest  lands  applicable  to  all  State  lands. 
The  Department  of  Conservation's  powers  are  extended."  (S.  B'.  81, 
Mr.  Stokes.).. 

North  Dakota  -  Land  Exchanges,      Would    authorize    boards  of 
county  commissioners  to  exchange  tax  deed  lands    for  other  lands  in, 
the  same  county  "when  they  deem  it  to  be  expedient.

Proposes  a  50  percent  reser- 
vation of  all  oil,  natural  gas  and    other    minerals  underlying  lands 
noYiT  owned    or    hereafter  acquired  by  county  governments,    when  such 
lands  are  sold  or  transferred.

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North  Dakota  -  Oil  and  Ga.s  Leases .  Authority  to  enter  into 
ten  year  ril  and  gas  leases  on  school  ./district  city,  village, 
township  or  park  district  lands  is  proposed  for  the  governing  bod- 
ies of  these  political  subdivisions.     (S,  B.  154,) 

M^rth  Dakota  -  Permanent  Fund  lands*  Proposes  to  amend  the 
Constitution  so  as  to  abolish  the  Board  of  University  and  School 
Lands  and  the  local  Board  of  Appraisal,  substituting  an  appointive 
board  set  up  by-  legislative  or  initiated  act.  Like  the  present 
board,  the  appointive  board  would  have  charge  of  the  appraisal, 
sale,  rental,  and  disposal  of  all  lands  belonging  to  the  permanent 
funds  of  the  State,  but  the  amendment  would  -give  -.the  Legislature 
more  leeway  in  prescribing  regulations.

Lease  and  Sales  Division  is  created  within  the  Land  Office  to  ad- 
minister the  Act.     (S.  B.  45,  Mr.  Cox,  et  al.) 

Oregon  -  Tax  Reverted  Lands.  Proposes  during  the  next  two 
years  to  allow  counties  to  sell  tax  deed  lands  at  private  sale  to 
producers  of  national  defense  materials.     (S.  B.  115.) 

Texas  -  National  Defense.  For  defense  ptirposes,  this  bill 
would  provide  for  the  granting  of    easements    or    surface  leases  by 
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the  school  land  board  on  all  lands  within  the  tidewater  limits  of 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  Mineral  rights  are  retained  by  the  State,  All 
existing  grass  leases  are  subordinated  to  such  grants*  (S.  B*  50, 
Mr.  Martin,  et  al.) 

Utah—  Public  Land  Sales.  Proposes  to  amend  the  -powers  of 
the  State  Land  Board  with  respect  to  public  land  sales.  Sales  of 
irrigated  land  would  be  limited  to  tracts  of  160  acres  to  one  pur- 
chaser, while  arid  and  grazing  lands  could  be  sold  in  tracts  of 
not  more  than  four  sections.  Isolated  tracts  of  arid  or  grazing 
lands  (up  to  320  acres)  may  be  sold  at  private  sale,  and  larger  i- 
solated  tracts  may  also  be  disposed  of  after  publication  of  notice. 
(H.  B.  31,  Mr.  Redd,  et  al.) 

Washington  -  County  Property.  Would  authorize  county  boards 
to  sell  timber,  mineral,  or  other  resources  on  county  owned  land 
separate  and  apart  from  the  land  itself.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
county  board  may  reserve  the  mineral  rights  on  lands:  sold.  (S*"B. 
59.) 

Washington  -  Leasing  County  Land s .  Would  authorize  the  com- 
missioners of  any  county  to  lease,  with  or  without  option  of  pur- 
chase, any  real  property  acquired  by  the  county  for  non-payment  of 
taxes.  If  leases  cover  mining  claims  or  properties,  the  commis- 
sioners may  stipulate  the  royalties  to  be,  paid  the  county  from  the 
ore  or  minerals  extracted.

Ohio  -  Conservancy  Districts.  .These  bills  amend  the  approv- 
al procedure  of  tax  levies  for  recreation  improvements  in  conserv- 
ancy districts  by  providing  that  the  tax  levy  shall,  be  approved  by 
65  percent  of  the  electors  voting  on  the  proposal.  Where  assess- 
ment 'for  damages  is  necessary,  the  assessment  must  also  be  approved 
by  65  percent  of  the  electors.  (S.  B.  74,  Mr.  Nickels,  H.  B.  71, 
Mr.  Deutsch.) 

Tennessee  -  Eminent  Domain.  Would  authorize  the  exercise  of 
the  power  of  eminent  domain  in  acquiring  State  park  lands.  (H.  B. 
469,  Mr.'  Ragon;  S.  B.  371,  Mr.  O'Dc-ll.) 
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Washington  -  Tax  Reverted  Lands.  Would  authorize  boards  of 
county  commissioners  to  use  tax  acquired  properties  for  parks  and 
recreational  sites.  They  would  be  required,  however,  to  give  pub- 
lished notice  of  their  intention  and  to  hold  hearings  on  the  advis- 
ability of  the  contemplated  action.     (S.  B.  38,  Mr.  McDonald.)

New  Mexico  -  Fish  and  Game.  Would  repeal  sections  of  the 
statutes  authorizing  the  State  Game  Commission  to  acquire  lands  un- 
der eminent  domain  for  the  purpose  of  developing  fish  and  game  ref- 
uges or  other  purposes  related  to  wildlife  management,     (H*  B.  57.)

Agriculture  Promotion  and  Chcmurgy  # 

Arkansas  -  Rice  Development  Commission.  Would  create  a  rice 
development  commission  which  is  to  collect  two  percent  per  100 
pounds  on  all  milled  rice  in  Arkansas,  to  expend  the  funds  for  the 
research  and  promotion  in  the  production  and  sale  of  rice.  Power 
is  given  to  the  commission  to  cooperate  with  similar  commissions 
created  in  Louisiana  and  Texas.     (H.  B.  65,  Mr.  Mahle.) 

Nebraska  -  Agricultural  Society.  .  Yfquld  create  the  Nebraska 
Agricultural  Society  to  promote  the  agricultural  and  commercial  in- 
terests of  the  State,  The  Council  would  include  delegates  from 
each  county  society  as  well  as  representatives  from  any  profession- 
al society  that  wished, member ship*  A  Junior  Board  is  also  estab- 
lished. All  agricultural  fairs  arc  to  be  under  the  jurisdiction  cf 
the  society.     (L.  B.  157,  Mr.  Blome,  et  al.) 

New  Jersey  -  Research  Farm.  Would. authorize  the  State  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  to. establish  and  maintain  in  "the  cut- 
and  burned-over  wasteland  of  southern  New  Jersey  a  .  livestock  and 
forage  crop  research  farm"  to  promote  the  development  of  agricul- 
tural resources  and  to  further  develop  the  livestock;  industry  in 
the  State.     (S.  B.  37,  Mr.  Farley.) 

North  Dokota  -  Farm  Machinery  Exemptions .  Would  exempt  new 
farm  machinery  from  personal  property  taxes  for  a  period  of  one 
year  when  it  is  purchased  by  the  buyer  for  his  farming  operations. 
(S.  B.  121,  Mr.  Gronvold,  et  al.) 

North  Dakota  -  Livestock  Exposition  Commission.  Proposes 
the  creation  of  a  five  member  gubernatorial  commission  for  the  pur- 
pose '  of  allocating  awards  to  agricultural  or  livestock  shows  which 
have  operated  for  a  period  of  three  out  of  the  last  five  years;  the 
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awards  to  be  derived  from  an  annual  appropriation  of  $20,000  and  to 
be  used  in  paying  premiums  to  exhibitors,     (S,  B.  128.) 

North  Dakota  -  Poultry  Improvement  Board.  Proposes  the  abo- 
lition of  the  State  Poultry  Improvement  Board  and  ' the : .  transfer  of 
its  property  and  unexpended  appropriations  to  the . Agricultural  Col- 
lege.    (S.  B.  101,. Mr.  Braun.)' 

Agriculture  Research  and  Education 

Iowa  -  Industrial  Research.  Would  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$25,000  to  Iowa  State  College  for  research  on  the  industrial  utili- 
zation of  agricultural  products.  Special  emphasis  is  to  be  placed 
on  deriving  motor  fuel  from  farm  crops.  (H.  F.  200,  Mr.  Miller,  et 
al. ) 

#  Minnesota  —  Potato  Inve s t igat i on .  Would  appropriate  $30,000 
to  the  Minnesota  Agricultural  Experiment  Station    for  potato  inves- 
tigations.    (H.  F.  160,  Mr.  Myre,  et  al.) 

-if-  North  Carolina  -  Mineral  Research*.  Would  appropriate  $6000 
for  the  years  1941—43  to  be  used  for  mineral  research 'and  develop— 
ment  in  North  Carolina.     (H.  B.  131,  Mr.  Jarvis.) 

Oregon  -  Experiment  Station.  Would  establish  a  branch  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  of  the  State  Agricultural  College  in 
Malheur  County  to  carry  on  investigations  in  the  production  of  var- 
ious horticultural  products  and  the  production  and  feeding  of  live- 
stock on  irrigated  farms.     (H.  B.  20,  Mr.  Jones'.) 

Wyoming  -  State  Agricultural  College.  Would  apparently  set 
up  a  new  State  Agricultural  College  as  a  part  of  the  University  of 
Wyoming.  The  bill  makes  no  reference  to  the  present  College  but 
provides  ways  and  means  of  choosing  a  site  and  of  governing  the  In- 
stitution when  est  ablished.     (H.  B.  61.) 

Pest  and  Weed  Control 

Arkansas  -  Eradication  "of  Wood'  ■■■Ticks.  Provides  that  any 
county  desiring  to  eradicate  wood  ticks  may  provide  in  a  general 
levy  for  a  "Tick  Eradication  Fund."  The  fund  is  to  be  used  for  re- 
modeling and  for  tick  solution.  The  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  is  to 
assist  in  the  charging  and  testing  of  tick  solutions.  (H.  B.  44, 
Mr.  Young.) 

North  Carolina  -  Beetle  Control.  Authorizes  an  appropria- 
tion of  ^50,000  for  the  years  1941-43  to  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture for  the  purpose  of  salt  poisoning  in  the  control  of  the  Japa- 
nese beetle  menace.     (H.  B.  20,  Mr.  Poole,  et  al.) 
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Utah  -  Weed  Eradication  Program.  Would  authorize  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  to  formulate  a  weed  eradication  program  and  to 
enter  into  cooperative  agreements  with  the  counties  and  owners  for 
the  administration  of  the  program.     (H.  B.  61,  Mr.  Kerr.) 

Utah  -  Weed  Tax.  Would  give  the  State  Tax  Commission  power 
to  levy  an  annual  .00025  tax  to  be  used  for  weed  eradication.  (H,. 
B.  60,  Mr.  Kerr ,  et  al.) 

Taxation 

Assessment,  Levy  and  Collection 

-X-  Illinois  -  Installment  Tax  Paying.  These  bills  would  pro- 
vide, in  counties  of  less  than  500,000  inhabitants,  for  payment  of 
taxes  delinquent  as  of  January  1,  1941,  in  five  installments,  upon 
petition  to  County  Court  for  right  to  do  so,  on  or  before  September 
1,  1941.  Taxpayer  not  to  have  benefits  of  this  Act  unless  current 
taxes  paid  to  date.  No  sale  of  property  for  taxes  while  owner  is 
carrying  out  his  agreement  to  pay  current  taxes,  (H.  B.  54,  Mr. 
Harris;  H.  B.  45,  Mr.  Kclsey,  et  alj  H.  B.  94,  Mr.  Holten.) 

Iowa  -  Tax  Titles .  Would  clarify  overlapping  claims  of  the 
city  of  Davenport  and  Scott  County  in  relation  to  tax  liens  on 
property  located  within  the  city.     (S,  B.  227,  Mr.  Martin.) 

Massachusetts  -  Levy  Limitation  Inquiry.  Proposes  a  joint 
legislative  committee  to  study  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a 
tax  limitation, .of  $25  per  $1000  of  valuation  on  real  estate.  (S. 
B.  515,  Mr.  Harrington,  et  al.) 

Massachusetts  -  Ta.x  Limitation  on  Real  Property.  Would  a- 
mend  the  Constitution  so  as  to  limit  the  aggregate  of  all  taxes  a- 
gainst  real  property  to  two  and  one-half  percent  of  its  fair  cash 
value,  except  taxes  levied  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  princi- 
pal on  outstanding  obligations.     (H,  J3.  690,  Mr.  Downey.) 

&  Minnesota  -  Delinquency  Procedure .  Would  provide  for 
lands  to  become  the  absolute  property  of  the  State  through  forfei- 
ture for  delinquent  taxes  in  certain  areas,   (H.  F.  112,  Mr.  Olson.) 

Minnesota  -  Repurchase  of  Delinquent  Land .  Would  give  the 
owner  the  right  to  repurchase  land  forfeited  to  the  State  for  tax- 
es, if  such  purchase  is  made  prior  to  November  1,  1941,  and  if  the 
land  has  not  already  been  resold.  Penalties  and  interest  charges 
levied  against  the  land  must  be  met.  (S.  F.  351,  Mr.  Neumeicr,  H. 
F.  164.) 


-x-  Minnesota  -  Resources  on  Tax  Delinquent  Lands .  Relates  to 
the  removal  of  structures,  timber,  minerals,  and  soil  from  tax  de- 
linquent lands,  and  provides  penalties  therefor.  (H.  F.  276,  Mr, 
Johnson. ) 

Montana  -  Tax  Sales.  Would  provide  for  the  remission  of 
penalties  and  interest  upon  the  redemption  of  real  property  from 
tax  sale,  if  the  redemption  is  made  by  March  1,  1942.  (S.  B.  26, 
Mr.  Nutt.) 

Montana  -  Tax  Titles .  By  amendment  to  the  existing  code 
section,  this  bill  would  make  mandatory  on  the  part  of  the  county 
attorney  the  quieting  of  title  to  lands  acquired  by  a  county  through 
tax  deeds.     (H.  B.  54,  Mr.  Anderson.) 

Nebraska  -  Delinquent  Taxes .  Would  make  delinquent  taxes  a 
first  lien  on  proceeds  from  fire,  lightning,  windstorm,  cyclone  or 
tornado  insurance  policy  wherever  a  loss  amounting  to  40  percent  or 
more  of  the  insured  value  of  any  buildings  or  improvements  has  oc- 
curred. The  insurance  company  is  recxiircd  to  pay  delinquent  taxes 
of  its  policyholder  or  the  actual  replacement  of  buildings  and  im- 
provements.    (L.  3.  136.) 

Nevada  -  Tax  Sales .  Would  provide  for  the  validation,  by 
unanimous  consent,  of  the  county  commissioners,  of  any  property 
sold  by  the  county  for  delinquent  taxes.     (S.  B.  23.) 

New  Jersey  -  Tax  Limitation.  Would  limit  the  tax  on  all 
real  property  to  two  percent  with  the  following  exception:  -that 
upon  the  approval  of  the  State  Government  Board  and  the  majority  of 
electors  of  the  subdivision  concerned,  the  rate  may  be  in  excess  of 
two  percent,  but  that  in  no  case  shall  the  aggregate  tax  for  any 
year  up  to  1945  exceed  throe  percent  unless  so  approved  by  the  Lo- 
cal Government  Board . 

It  is  further  provided  that  the  Legislature  shall  create  no 
law  delegating  the  State's  taxing  power  to  any  other  Government, 
except  that  local  taxing  districts  may  by  general  law  be  permitted 
to  regulate  property  assessments  within  their  respective  jurisdic- 
tions.

No  penalty  shall  be  charged  if  installments 
are  met  on  time;  otherwise,  interest  shall  be  added  at  the  rate  of 
six  percent.

North  Dakota  -  Delinquency.  Would  repeal  the  Act  requiring 
all  delinquent  taaes  tc  be  paid  before  the  register  of  deeds  could 
record  a  transfer  of  property.     (S.  B.  71,  Mr.  Olson.) 

North  Dakota  -  Installment  Tax  Paying; .  These  bills  would  a- 
mehd  the  tax  collection  law  by  placing  1953  and  prior  taxes  within 
the  provisions  of  the  act,  thus  enabling  installment  payments.'  (H. 
B.  58,  Mr.  Moe,  et  al,  H.  B.  152.) 

North  Dakota  -  Insurance  Losses.  Delinquent -.real  estate  and 
personal  property  taxes  would  be  made  *a  first  and  prior  . lien unon 
the  proceeds  of  any  insurance  paid  for  the  loss  of  property  by  fire 
or  wind  storm.  Failure  tc  see  that  the  taxes  arc  paid,  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  insurance  would  automatically  make  the  insurer  lia- 
ble for  the  delinquency.     (S.  B.  85,  Mr.  Owings.) 

North  Dakota  -  State  Land.  Tax.  Would  amend  the  Constitution 
to  provide  for  the  taxation  by  local  taxing  districts  of  all  State 
lands  acquired  under  the  State's  Banking  System.  (S.  R.  2,  .Mr. 
Brant . )  .  . 

North  Dakota  -  Tax  Limitation.  Would  amend  lav;  to  increase 
the  tax  levy  limitation  from  eight  to  ten  mills,  and  would  remove 
the  limitations  on  disposition  of  expenditures  of  the  general  re- 
serve fund.  Because  of  uncollected  taxes,  '  this  fund  was  estab- 
lished for  the  purpose  of  carding  on  the  functions  of  the  taxing 
district  beyond  the  fiscal  year.     (S.  B.  79.) 

North  Dakota  -  Taxation  of  Leaseholds.  Proposes  that  any 
leasehold,  equitable  or  executory  interest  in  land  owned  by  the 
United  States  or  any  other  tax  exempt  agency  be  considered  as  real 
property  for  the  purposes  of  taxation.  Assessments  would  become  a 
lien  upon  crops  but  would  not  constitute  a  lien  a.gainst  the  princi- 
pal estate.     (S.  B.  95,  Mr.  Kehoe,  et  al.) 
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Ohio  -  Improvements .  Would  provide  that  delinquent  tax 
schedules  are  to  be  credited  with  building  improvements  made  upon 
the  real  estate  whore  the  improvement  has  been  made  prior  to  the 
assessment.  The  credit  shall  apply  until  the  amount  of  prior  der 
linquency  has  been  removed.     (H.  B,  10,  Mr.  Hudlett.) 

Oregon  -  Delinquent  Taxes .  Would  empower  the  sheriff  to 
make  a  signed  agreement  with  the  legal  owner  of  any  tax  delinquent 
property  that  the  owner  will  pay  the.  1941  taxes  before  delinquency 
and  will  pay  in  20  semi-annual,  installments  the  total  delinquent 
taxes.  Under  this  arrangement,  delinquent  taxes  may  be  paid  with- 
out penalty  or  interest.  If  two  successive  installments  are  not 
met,  the  agreement  becomes  void  and  the  county  is  to  begin  fore- 
closure proceedings..    (S,  B.  75.) 

Oregon  -  Tax  Forfeited  Lands .    Would    appoint  a  House  commit- 
tee to  investigate  the  practices  of  the  State  Land  Board    with  re- 
spect to  its  financial  transactions,  particularly    the  acquisition 
of  land  through  foreclosure  and  deed  and  the  disposal  thereof.  (H. 
R.  13,  Mr.  Morse.) 

#  Pennsylvania  -  Tax  Abatement.  Would  'abate  certain  tax 
penalties  of  all  taxing  jurisdictions ;  prohibits  the  sale  of  real 
property  for  the  non-payment  of  any  such  taxes  for  ccrta.in  periods j 
and  preserves  and  extends  certain  tax  liens.  (A.  B.  155,  'Mr, 
Cordier.) 

Pennsylvania  -  Tax  Sales .  Would  validate  compromise  a— 
greements  anc1  private  sales  made  by  the  county  commissioners  of 
real  estate  purchased  by  them  at  county  treasurer  sales,  whether  or 
not  such  agreements  and  sales  were  ma.de  in  compliance  with  the  Acts 
of  the  Assembly  relating  thereto.     (A.  3.  60,  -Mr.  O'Connor.) 

Rhode  Island  -  Installment  Tax  Paying; .  Would  provide  a 
specific  rate  of  six  percent  per  anmrni  on  unpaid  installment  tax: 
balances.     (K.  B.  515.) 

South  Dakota  -  Validation  of  Title.  Would  give  any  county 
which  has  acquired  title  to  land  by  tax  deed  power  to  commence  an 
action  in  the  county  to  quiet  the  title  thereof.  Several  tracts  of 
land,  contiguous  or  non-contiguous,  with  the  names  of  all  defend- 
ants, may  be  included  in  the  one  action.     (S.  B.  55,  Mr.  Jacobs.) 

Tennessee  -  Taxes  on  United  States  Lands.  Would  provide 
that  lands  which  may  be  acquired  by  the  United .States  in  the  State 
shall  be  exempted  from  the  present  assessment,  equalization,  tax 
payment  dates,  and  tax  lien  provisions  'of  present  State  laws. 
Property  acquired  by  the  United  States  in  Tennessee  during  1941  and 
1942  shall  be  taxed  during  those  years  upon  the  valuation  of  those 
lands  for  the  year  1940.     (S.  B.  541.) 
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Texas  -  County-Wide  School  Tax.  r Authorizes  counties  having 
an  assessed  valuation  of  not  less  than  $20,00Q,000  and  a  population 
01  not  more  than  three  persons  per  square  mile  to  vote  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  a  county-wide  school  maintenance  tax.  (S.  B.  45, 
Mr.  Winfield.) 

Washington  -  Mineral  Rights .  When  ownership  of  minerals  is 
separate  from  the  surface  ownership  of  land,,  this  bill  proposes 
that  the  mineral  rights.be  taxed  separately.  -.Collection  procedures 
would  be  the  same  for  both  classes  of  ownership.  (H.  B.  71,  Mr. 
Tisdale.)  "        .  .* 

Washington:—  Property  Classification.  Proposes  to  amend  the 
Constitution  to  empower  the  Legislature  to  classify  and  exempt  real 
and  personal*, property  as  it  sees  fit.     (H,  J,  R.  4,  Mr.  Murphy.) 

Washington  -  Property  C 1 a  s s i i i c at  ion.  Would  amend  the  Con- 
stitution to  empower  the  Legislature  to  (l)  permit  classification 
of  real  property 'according  to  use,  except  that  petroleum  products 
shall  be  one  class j  (2)  to  increase  the  exemption  on  personal  prop- 
erty from  $200  to  $500;  and  (3)  to.  enact  a  graduated  net  income 
tax.     (H.  J.  R.  2,  Mr...  McCutcheon.,) 

Washington  -  Tax  Levy  Limitation.      These  two  bills  propose 

constitutional  amendmc'nts  which  would  limit    the    aggregate  annual

Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes 

New  Hampshire'  -  Forest  '  Lands.  Would  reimburse  towns  in 
which  forest  reserves  arc  located  for  resulting  losses  ..  in  taxes. 
Selectmen'  could  apply  to  the  State  Tax  Commissioner  for  a  sum  equal 
to  one-half  the  amount  the  town  might  have  received  from  taxes  had 
the  lands  been  taxable.     (H.  B.  65,  Mr.  Hodge.) 

Severance  Taxes 

Arkansas  -  Bauxite.  Would  authorize  the  State  Revenue  De- 
partment to  collect  on  each  ton  of  bauxite  severed  from  the  earth  a 
severance  tax:  of  $10  per  ton,  to  be  paid  at  point  of  severance  and 
to  be  credited  to  the  State  welfare  fund.     (S.  B.  6,  Mr.  Abington.) 

#  Illinois  -  Oil.  Would  impose  a  tax  at  the  rate  of  five 
cents  per  barrel  upon  persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  producing 
oil,  beginning  September  1,  1941.

Oklahoma  -  Petroleum .^Oil.  Would  levy  an  excise  tax  of  one- 
eighth  of  one  cent  per  barrel  on  petroleum  oil  produced  in  the 
State — seven-eighths  of  the  proceeds  to  be  credited  to  the  conser- 
vation fund  and  one-eighth  to  the  interstate  oil  compact  fund.  (H. 
B.  54,  Mr,  Kirkpatrick,  ct  al.) 

Welfare  and  Community  Services 

Education  and  Cultural  Opportunities 

*  Indiana  -  Agricultural  and  Domestic  Science  Education. 
Would  authorize  townships  with  a  population  oyer  25,000  to  levy 
taxes  and  issue  bonds  to  equip  township  h&ghschools  to  teach  agri- 
culture and  domestic  science.     (H,  B,  48.) 

North  Carolina  -  Extension  of  School  Grades ,  These  bills 
would  provide  that  the  State  School  Commission,  upon  request  of  the 
County  Board  of  Education  or  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  city  school 
unit,  provide  for  a  12  grade  system.  The  school  grade  system  would 
be  set  up  under  the  rules  and  procedures  promulgated  by "the  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction.

These  bills  propose  to 
establish  full-time  cooperative  local  public  health  services 
throughout  the  State  for  operation  under  the  direction  of  the  Pub- 
lic Health  Council.  (S.  B.  240  and  H.  B.  354,  Mr.  McKinney,  et  al; 
S.  B.  277,  H.  B.  352,  Mr.  Ragon, ' et  al.) 

Utah — Health  Cooperatives «  Would  authorize  the  creation  of 
public  health  cooperatives  under  the  supervision  of  the  -State  'In- 
surance Commissioner.     (H.  B.  45, .Mr.  Bennion,  et  al.) 

Washington  -  Sanitary  Districts.  Would  permit  the  creation 
of  sanitary  districts  in  any  county  of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of 
disposing  of  garbage  and  other  waste  matter  outside  incorporated 
areas.     (S.  B.  60,  Mr.  Balfour.)

Housing 

*  Minnesota  -  Housing  Authority.  Would  provide  for  a  cor- 
porate housing  authority:-  in  cities  of  10,000  or  more,  "and  in  coun- 
ties, and  to  provide  for  the  creation  of  such  housing  authorities 
by  two  or  more  bounties".  Housing  authorities  would  issue  bonds, 
exercise  the  power  of  eminent  domain,  and  be  exempt  from  taxation. 
Certain  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  would  be  authorized.     (H.  F.  336.) 

-X-  Tennessee  -  Housi ng  Authority.  Would  provide  for  the  cre- 
ation of  housing  authorities  with  the  exercise  of  police  and  emi- 
ment  domain  powers  to  engage  in  slum  clearance  and  provide  dwelling 
accommodations  for  persons  of  low  income.     (H.  B.  182,  S.  B.  153.) 

Population  and  Employment 

South  Dakota  -  Department  of  Agriculture  ■  and  Labor.  Would 
change  the  title  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Labor  and  in- 
crease the  duties  of  the  Department  concerning  working  conditions 
and  welfare  of, wage  earners.    (H.  B.  59,  Mr.  Oviatt.) 

Public  Improvements 

Nebraska  -  Abandoned  Roads .  .Would  permit  adjoining  owners 
to  fence  off  public  roads  which  have  not  been  worked  and  have  not 
been  used  for  the  last  fifteen  years.  Gates  for  ingress  and  egress 
would  be  required.     (L.  B.  113,  Mr.  Van  Di'est.) 

Washington  -  Local  Improvements .  •  Would  'give',  counties  the 
same  powers  with  respect  to  local  improvements  as  are  now  possessed 
by  cities  and  towns  in  the  State.     (S.  B.  57,  Mr.  Balfour,  et  al.) 

Water  Utilization 
Appropriation,  Conservation  and  Storage 


Minnesota  -  Water  Conservation.  A  bill  relating  to  water 
conservation  and  penalties  for  violation  of  laws  -relating  thereto. 
(H.  F.  343.) 


#  Indiana  —  Watershed  Survey.  Would • appropriate  ^20,000  an- 
nually for  ten  years  to  finance  a  State-  survey,  in  cooperation  with 
the  United  States  geological  services,-  of  Indiana's  water  supply 
and  watersheds.     (H.  B.  93.) 


Massachusetts  —  Water  Resources  Board.    Would  create  a  S^ate 
Board  managed  by  five  directors  appointed  by    the  Governor  to:  (l) 
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Investigate  facilities';  for  storing,  conserving,  controlling  and 
distributing  surplus  water,  (2)  acquire  real  and  personal  property 
as  well  as  necessary  easements.,  (5)  -engage  in  the  construction, 
maintenance  and  operation  cf  projects,  (4)  collect  fees  and  tolls 
for  water  services,  and  (5)  cooperate  with  the  Federal  Government 
and  with  other  States.     (H,  B.  1234,  Mr-.  Nichols.) 

Wyoming  -  hit' tie  Missouri  Project .  A  memorial  to  Congress 
asking  that  reservoirs  be  constructed  in  the  valley  of  the  Little 
Missouri  River  in  order  to  provide  water  for  irrigation.  (H.  J.-M. 
2,  Mr.  Storm.) 

-"-  Wyoming  -  Undergr ound  Waters .  Would  provide  that  unappro- 
priated underground  waters  belong  to  the  State.'    (S.  F.  124.) 

Flood  Control 

Mew  Mexico  -  Municipalities.  Authorizes  municipalities  to 
take  any  steps  necessary  for  purposes  of  flood  control.  Power  is 
given  to  condemn  land  where  necessary,  levy  taxes,  and  to  cooperate 
with 'any  other  governmental  jurisdictions  to  control  floods.  All 
power  rests  with  the  governing  body  of  the  municipality  except  that 
an  election  is  required  where  the  levy  exceeds  the  debt  limitation. 
(S.  B.  31,  Mr.  Lambert.) 

Stream  Pollution 

Maine  -  Sanitary  Wat  r  Bo^.rd .  Because  of  pollution  of  the 
Androscoggin  River,  a  State  Sanitary  Board,  including  Commissioners 
of  Health  and  Welfare,  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Game,  the-  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  a,  representative  of  manufacturing  inter- 
ests, would  be  set  up  to  determine  standards  and  effect  regulations 
pertaining  to  pollution  of  waters  of  the  State.  Permits  would  be 
required  before  a  sewerage  system  may  discharge  into  any  stream. 
Procedure  for  complaint  and  hearing  is  provided.  The  Eoard  is  au- 
thorized to  cooperate  with  any  departments  or  Governments  necessary 
to  make  water  pollution  control  effective.  (L.  D.  229,  Mr.  Lam- 
bert . ) 

Washington  -  Sewage  Disposal .  Would  prohibit  cities  of  over 
100,000  from  discharging  refuse  of  any  nature  into  any  waters  used 
for  consumption  or  domestic  purposes.  •  The  Director  cf  Health  is  to 
supervise  water  pollution  and  is  given  power  to  require  construc- 
tion of  artificial  systems  of  disposal.     (H.  B.  SO,  Mr.  Zent.) 
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Zoning 

Legislation  and  Ordinances 

Arizona  -  County  and  City  Planning  Commission.  Would  au- 
thorize the  governingtbody  of  any  city  having  a  population  of 
25,000  or  more,  and  any  county  in  which  such  city  is  located,  to 
appoint  a  Planning  and  Zoning  Commission  of  seven  members  to  plan 
"the  growth  and  improvement  of  the  territory  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion." While  this  bill  is  concerned  primarily  with  city  planning, 
nevertheless,  the  overall  master  plan  may  have  important  implica- 
tions for  the  rurban  community  within  the  county.  (S.  B.  45,  Mr, 
Kimball.) 

Utah  -  County  Zoning.  Would  authorize  creation  of  zoning 
commissions  and  boards  of  adjustment  for  counties  with  the  same 
powers  as  cities  possess.  Powers  include  regulations  for  building 
height,  bulk  and  form,  for  lot  restrictions,  for  occupation  use, 
and  for  population  density.     (H.  B*  65,  Mr.  Brewster.) 

Outdoor  Advertising 

*  Illinois  -  Highway  Zoning.  Would  amend  the  county  highway 
zoning  "act  tby';  authorizing  counties  to  prohibit  the  erection  of 
billboards  within  1000  feet  of  any  State  highway.  (H.  3.  52,  Mr. 
0 'Grady. ) 

Maine  -  Signboards .  Would  revise  the  signboard  law  by  lift- 
ing restrictions  upon  owners  to  advertise  on  their  own  property  but 
limiting  signboards  on  other  property  to  the  number  of  five.  (L. 
D.  453,  Mr.  Sleeper.) 

Maryland  -  License  Tees.  Would  amend  the  outdoor  advertis- 
ing law  by  increasing  minimum  license  fee  requirements  to  $2  and 
imposing  additional  restrictions  upon  the  State  Roads  Commission  in 
considering  applications  for  permits.  Size  requirements  for  bill- 
boards and  space  distances  from  highways  are  set  up  in  categories. 
Existing  structures  would  be  allowed  to  remain  unless  the  structure 
is  directly  hazardous  to  road  safety.     (S.  B.  53.) 

Nebraska  -  Billboard  Tax.    Would  aithorize  counties  to  ]rvy  a 
tax  of  five  cents  on  each  square  foot  of  billboard  within  the  coun- 
ty, municipalities  included.      The    County  treasurer  is    to  enforce 
the  act  and  the  tax    is    to  be  turned  over  to  the  public  assistance 
fund.     (L.  B.  186,  Mr.  Neubauer.)
